COMMON HONORIFIC 

no honorific : Indicates familiarity or closeness; if 
used without permission or reason, addressing some- 


len among their peers, but it may also be used 
by anyone referring to a person of lower standing. 
■chan: An offectionote honorific indicating fomiliority 
used mostly in reference to girls; also used in refer¬ 
ence to cute persons or animals of either gender.
